Pred Lena, a mechanic at 
White Rock Airport In Dallas, 
said he told Garrison’s Investi- 
gator that he recalled having 
seen Perrle In Dallas, but added 
that he "oouldnt be sure of the 
date." . 

WENT TO AIBPOBT 
Another mechanic at the

"I thought at the time I was 
shown a picture of Perrle (by 
the investigator) that I had 
seen the man. I couldn’t re- 
member when or where, but It 
has been some time ago." 

Nelson Knight, a student 
pilot, told tiie Times Herald he 
acoompanled the New Orleans 
investigator to several Dallas 
airports because the visitor did 
not know, his way around.
